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The  statistics  of  the  lumber  cut  in  1908  are  baaed  upotl'the  opera- 
tions of  31,231  active  sawmills  situated  in  the  vari'ous  lumber- 
producing  regions  of  the  United  States.  The  bulk  of  these  reports 
were  made  by  the  manufacturers  directly  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Cen- 
sus and  the  Forest  Service.  As  in  previous  years,  however,  the 
data  for  New  York  were  furnished  entirely  by  the  forest,  fish, 
*  and  game  commission  of  that  state.  Assistance  in  securing  reports 
from  delinquent  members  was  rendered  by  the  secretaries  of  several 
associations  of  lumber  manufacturers,  those  of  the  following  asso- 
ciations being  especially  helpful  in  this  connection:  The  Yellow 
Pine  Manufacturers'  Association;  the  Northern  Pine  Manufacturers' 
Association;  the  Southern  Cypress  Manufacturers'  Association;  the 
Western  Pine  Manufacturers'  Association;  the  Pacific  Coast  Lumber 
Manufacturers'  Association;  and  the  Oregon  and  Washington 
Lumber  Manufacturers'  Association.  In  addition,  many  delinquent 
reports  were  secured  through  state  foresters,  through  members  of  the 
Forest  Service  who  were  especially  detailed  to  collect  such  informa- 
tion for  the  Eastern  states,  and  from  forest  officers  in  the  Western 
states.  The  result  is  that  these  statistics  probably  represent  the 
most  complete  census  of  lumber  production  ever  made  in  the  United 
States.  Although  it  is  probable  that  a  number  of  small  mills  in 
out-of-the-way  localities  were  not  reached,  it  is  believed  that  the 
total  reported  production  closely  approximates  the  actual  output. 

The  fact  that  the  canvass  in  1908  was  even  more  complete  than  that 
for  the  preceding  year  is  clearly  indicated  by  the  showing  in  Table 
1,  where  the  number  of  establishments  from  which  returns  were 
obtained  for  1908  is  shown  in  comparison  with  the  same  informa- 
tion for  1907.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  in  this  connection,  also, 
that  to  an  important  degree  the  satisfactory  character  of  the  showing 
for  1908  is  due  to  prompt  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  manufac- 
turers themselves,  which  has  followed  logically  as  they  have  become 
more  familiar  with  the  details  of  the  movement  and  reahze  more 
fully  the  importance  of  its  results.

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LUMBER  PRODUCTION. 

In  addition  to  bringing  out  the  fact  that  the  canvass  in  1908  was 
more  complete  than  that  for  the  preceding  year,  the  figures  disclose 
in  a  most  striking  manner  the  adverse  conditions  obtaining  in  the 
lumber  industry  during  that  year.  The  percentage  of  mills  reported 
as  idle  throughout  the  year  was  more  than  twice  as  large  as  the  corre- 
sponding percentage  for  1907.  This  fact  and  also  the  fact  that  a  large 
number  of  mills  reported  as  active  in  1908  were  idle  during  a  part  of 
the  year  account  for  the  falling  off  in  the  reported  lumber  production 
which  is  shown  in  Table  2.  This  table  presents  a  comparative  sum- 
mary of  the  quantity  and  value  of  the  lumber,  lath,  and  shingle  pro- 
duction for  1900  and  for  each  year  from  1904  to  1908  except  1905, 
for  which  year  similar  data  are  not  available.

As  a  result  of  the  business  depression,  the  quantity  of  lumber  pro- 
duced in  1908  was  less  than  that  for  any  other  year  shown  in  the 
table,  and  the  average  value  per  thousand  feet  of  the  cut  at  the. mill 
was  less  than  in  any  year  since  1904.  The  average  cut  of  lumber  per 
active  mill  as  shown  by  the  reports  for  1908  was  but  little  more  than 
1,000,000  feet,  as  against  nearly  1,400,000  feet  per  mill  in  1907. 
While  some  of  this  decrease  in  average  cut  per  mill  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  in  1908  more  small  mills  were  reached  in  the  canvass,  the  bulk 
of  the  decrease  was  undoubtedly  due  to  smaller  production. 

The  average  value  per  thousand  feet  at  the  mill  for  all  the  lumber 
produced  was  $11.13  in  1900,  $12.76  in  1904,  $16.54  in  1906,  $16.56 
in  1907,  and  $15.37  in  1908.  The  decrease  in  average  value  per 
thousand  feet  in  1908  was  general,  only  a  few  kinds  of  lumber  show- 
ing even  small  increases  over  1907.  The  heaviest  decreases  are  noted 
among  the  most  important  woods,  such  as  redwood,  Douglas  fir,  hem- 
lock, and  yellow  pine. 

Table  3  shows  the  quantity  of  lumber  produced  in  1907  and  in 
1908  for  the  states  and  territories,  arranged  in  the  order  of  their  rank 
in  the  latter  year.

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While  there  was  an  increase  of  2,381,  or  8.3  per  cent,  in  the 
number  of  mills  engaged  in  the  production  of  lumber,  there  was  a 
decrease  of  7,031,785,000  feet,  or  17.5  per  cent,  in  the  total  quantity 
of  the  output.  In  the  case  of  most  of  the  states,  reports  were  secured 
from  a  greater  number  of  active  mills  for  1908  than  for  1907,  while, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  cut  in  1908  was  generally  less  than  in  1907. 

Washington,  which  had  ranked  first  in  lumber  production  for 
several  years,  still  held  this  place  in  1908,  though  in  quantity  the 
cut  of  this  state  was  closely  approached  by  that  of  Louisiana.  Nearly 
all  of  the  lumber  manufactured  in  Washington  was  of  Douglas 
fir,  while  Louisiana  was  first  in  rank  in  the  production  of  lumber 
of  two  important  kinds,  yellow  pine  and  cypress.  Heavy  decreases 
in  the  production  of  Douglas  fir  and  yellow  pine  were  general  in 
1908,  while  the  cut  of  cypress  was  nearly  the  same  in  both  years; 
hence  the  decrease  in  total  production  in  Louisiana  in  1908  was 
less  marked,  being  only  8.4  per  cent,  while  the  decrease  in  Washing- 
ton was  22.8  per  cent.  Though  Mississippi  suffered  a  decrease  of 
over  one-tenth  in  the  quantity  of  its  output  of  lumber  in  1908  as 
compared  with  1907,  it  advanced  in  rank  from  fourth  to  third  place, 
as  a  result  of  the  very  heavy  falling  off  in  the  output  of  Texas,  which 
dropped  from  third  place  in  1907  to  sixth  place  in  1908.  The  cut 
in  Arkansas  decreased  about  one-sixth,  but  nevertheless  the  state 
advanced  in  rank  from  sixth  to  fourth  place.  Wisconsin  and  Mich- 
igan, with  decreases  of  about  one-fifth,  held  fifth  and  seventh  places, 
respectively,  in  both  years.  In  recent  years  the  production  in 
Michigan  has  been  decreasing  steadily,  falling  in  1907  below  the 
2-billion  mark  for  the  first  time  in  nearly  forty  years.  Since  1880, 
however,  Michigan  has  cut  nearly  100  billion  feet  of  lumber,  a  pro- 
duction which  has  not  been  approached  by  that  of  any  other  state. 
The  output  in  Wisconsin,  its  nearest  competitor  during  the  same 
period,  was  probably  not  less  than  75  billion  feet. 

The  reported  output  in  Georgia  was  6  per  cent  greater  in  1908 
than  in  1907.  This  apparent  increase,  however,  was  due  chiefly 
to  the  fact  that,  through  the  aid  of  special  agents  in  obtaining  reports 
from  delinquent  manufacturers,  a  fuller  canvass  of  the  mills  was 
secured  in  1908  than  in  the  previous  year.  Small  increases  in  out- 
put are  also  shown  for  Idaho,  Massachusetts,  Oklahoma,  Utah,  and 
Wyoming.

Yellow  pine  had  been  far  in  the  lead  as  a  lumber  producer  for  more 
than  a  decade  previous  to  1908,  and  this  supremacy  was  more  than 
maintained  in  that  year,  when  its  cut  amounted  to  33.8  per  cent  of  the 
total  cut  from  all  species,  and  in  spite  of  a  decrease  of  1,978,813,000 
feet,  or  15  per  cent,  in  the  output  of  this  species  in  1908  as  compared 
with  1907.  Douglas  fir  ranked  second  both  in  1908  and  1907,  though 
with  a  decrease  of  1,073,758,000  feet,  or  22.6  per  cent,  in  the  output 
for  the  later  year  as  compared  with  the  former.  White  pine,  while 
ranking  third  in  both  years,  showed  a  decrease  in  the  output  for 
1908  of  847,787,000  feet,  or  20.2  per  cent,  from  the  output  in  1907.

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Though  still  maintaining  their  relative  rank,  oak  and  hemlock  fell  off 
947,249,000  feet  and  842,173,000  feet,  respectively,  or  about  25  per 
cent  each.  The  decrease  in  spruce,  18.2  per  cent,  was  close  to  the 
average  decrease  for  all  species,  and  the  reported  cut  of  western  pine 
was  less  than  in  1907  by  16.5  per  cent.  Only  slight  decreases 
occurred  in  maple  and  cypress.  A  decrease  of  24.2  per  cent  in  the  cut 
of  yellow  poplar  caused  this  wood  to  drop  from  ninth  place  in  1907  to 
tenth  place  in  1908.  Decreases  which  were  heavier  than  the  average 
occurred  in  redwood,  cottonwood,  and  white  fir,  while  increased  cuts 
were  reported  for  elm,  cedar,  larch,  tamarack,  balsam  fir,  tupelo, 
walnut,  and  cherry. 

In  the  following  tabular  statement  is  shown  the  total  production 
of  softwoods  and  hardwoods,  respectively,  together  with  the  cut  of 
some  of  the  principal  species  in  each  group,  detailed  statistics  with 
respect  to  all  the  species  being  presented  in  Tables  35  and  38.

As  indicated  by  the  figures,  the  softwoods  supplied  76.9  per  cent 
and  the  hardwoods  23.1  per  cent  of  thffe  total  production  in  1908.  The 
softwood  cut  was  less  in  1908  than  in  1907  by  17.6  per  cent,  while 
that  of  the  hardwoods  was  less  by  17  per  cent. 
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The  cut  by  species  in  1908  is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  2.

LUMBER  PRODUCTION  BY  SPECIES. 


Tables  5  to  35  give,  by  states,  detailed  statistics  of  the  quantity 
and  value  of  the  lumber  cut  from  the  various  species  of  wood  in 
1908,  together  with  the  number  of  active  mills  reporting  a  production 
of  each.  The  order  in  which  the  several  species  are  discussed  is  that 
of  their  relative  importance  in  the  total  cut  from  all  species  as  shown 
in  Table  4.  While  in  certain  states  most  of  the  mills  reported  a  cut 
of  some  particular  species,  in  no  case  has  any  species  been  reported 
by  all  of  the  mills  in  any  state,  and  hence  the  number  of  mills  shown 
as  cutting  any  species  in  any  state  should  not  be  taken  as  the  total 
number  of  mills  in  that  state. 
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YELLOW  PINE. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  term  yellow  pine"  includes  all  species 
of  pine  growing  in  the  East  and  South,  except  white  pine,  Norway 
pine,  and  Jack  pine.  The  more  important  of  the  species  included 
are  loblolly  pine,  which  is  known  on  the  market  as  North  Carolina 
pine"  or  ''Virginia  pine,"  and  which  is  reported  chiefly  from  Virginia, 
North  Carolina,  and  South  Carolina;  longleaf  pine,  which  is  most 
abundant  in  the  Gulf  states;  and  shortleaf  pine,  the  principal  pine 
in  Arkansas  and  Missouri.  Pitch  pine,  Cuban  pine,  and  other  pines 
in  smaller  quantities  also  enter  into  this  total.

In  1908,  9,652  mills  in  27  states  reported  a  production  of  yellow 
pine  lumber,  the  average  cut  per  mill  being  1,164,150  feet.  In  1908, 
as  in  1907,  Louisiana  led  in  output  from  this  species,  with  Texas  sec- 
ond, Mississippi  third,  and  Arkansas  fourth.  In  each  of  these  states, 
however,  the  cut  of  yellow  pine  was  markedly  less  in  1908  than  in 
1907,  the  decrease  in  Louisiana  being  9.7  per  cent,  in  Texas  32  per 
cent,  in  Mississippi  13.3  per  cent,  and  in  Arkansas  13.2  per  cent. 
The  reported  cuts  of  Georgia,  Oklahoma,  and  Tennessee,  in  1908, 
were  somewhat  in  excess  of  those  in  1907,  due,  as  previously  men- 
tioned, to  the  very  great  increase  in  the  number  of  mills  reporting 
from  these  states.  Among  the  more  important  yellow  pine  produc- 
ing states  these  three  were  the  only  ones  in  which  the  reported  cut 
was  greater  in  1908  than  in  the  preceding  year. 
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The  heaviest  yellow  pine  production  at  present  is  in  the  extreme 
western  part  of  the  yellow  pine  belt.  The  center  of  production  has 
traveled  rapidly  westward  in  the  last  eight  years.  In  1900  Georgia 
was  the  first  state  in  the  production  of  yellow  pine  lumber,  with  a  cut 
nearly  a  half  billion  feet  in  excess  of  its  output  in  1908,  while  in  the 
same  period  the  production  in  Louisiana  has  increased  167.3  per  cent. 
In  the  following  tabular  statement  is  shown  the  cut  of  yellow  pine 
lumber  for  a  series  of  years :

DOUGLAS  FIR. 

Although  Douglas  fir  is  widely  distributed  throughout  the  Pacific 
coast  and  Rocky  Mountain  states,  the  greatest  forests  of  this  species 
are  in  Washington  and  Oregon,  and  but  relatively  little  is  manufac- 
tured into  lumber  elsewhere.

The  average  cut  of  Douglas  fir  lumber  per  mill  in  1908  was  2,754,958 
feet,  which  is  the  largest  average  production  shown  for  any  species 
except  redwood.  The  total  output  in  1908  was  less  by  1,073,758,000 
feet,  or  22.6  per  cent,  than  in  1907.  Washington  supplied  a  slightly 
smaller  proportion  of  the  total  in  1908  than  in  the  previous  year, 
and  Oregon  a  slightly  greater  proportion.

The  total  cut  of  white  pine  lumber  and  included  species  in  1908  was 
less  than  that  of  1907  by  847,787,000  feet,  or  20.2  per  cent,  while  the 
average  production  per  mill  decreased  from  658,299  feet  in  1907  to 
480,661  feet  in  1908,  a  loss  of  27  per  cent. 

In  1908,  as  for  several  years  prior  to  that  year,  Minnesota  ranked 
first  in  the  output  of  white  pine,  contributing  32.1  per  cent  of  the 
total.  The  cut  of  this  state,  however,  in  1908  was  less  by  448,512,000 
feet,  or  29.5  per  cent,  than  in  1907.  Wisconsin  ranked  second,  with 
slightly  more  than  500, ()()(), 000  feet,  tliis  being  a  decrease  of  23.4  per 
cent  from  the  cut  of  1907.    New  llainpshiro  was  third  in  rank,  both 
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in  1907  and  1908,  although  the  output  in  the  latter  year  was  less  by 
60,000,000  feet  than  the  output  in  the  former  year.  Maine  ranked 
fourth,  with  a  decrease,  in  production  of  approximately  40,000,000 
feet.  The  cut  in  Massachusetts  in  1908  was  slightly  greater  than  that 
in  the  previous  year,  while  the  cut  in  Michigan  dropped  from  319,- 
997,000  feet  in  1907  to  205,235,000  feet  in  1908.  It  is  especially  note- 
worthy that  in  1908  Michigan,  a  state  which  for  so  many  years  was 
far  in  the  lead  in  white  pine  production,  was  surpassed  by  3  New  Eng- 
land states,  which  were  commonly  supposed  to  have  been  cut  out 
long  ago.  The  New  England  states  have,  of  course,  very  little  original 
timber  left,  but  the  second  growth  of  white  pine  has  been  so  great  that 
the  relative  importance  of  these  states  in  white  pine  production  in- 
creases as  the  virgin  supply  in  the  Lake  states  nears  exhaustion.  The 
total  output  in  the  Lake  states  in  1908  was  1,780,403,000  feet,  or  only 
31.1  per  cent  of  their  cut  in  1900,  and  but  little  more  than  20  per  cent 
of  the  cut  of  these  states  in  1890,  when  the  highest  point  in  white  pine 
lumber  production  in  this  section  was  reached.  The  cut  of  western 
white  pine  in  Idaho  increased  36,243,000  feet,  or  45.6  per  cent,  from 
1907  to  1908.

OAK. 

Many  different  species  of  oak  are  cut  for  lumber,  and  it  is  imprac- 
ticable to  give  the  statistics  separately  for  each.  Among  the  kinds 
most  used  are  white,  red,  chestnut,  chinquapin,  bur,  and  Spanish  oaks. 

The  production  of  oak  lumber  has  fallen  off  heavily  in  the  last 
ten  years.  In  1908  it  was  less  by  947,249,000  feet,  or  25.5  per 
cent,  than  the  cut  of  1907.  The  oaks  are  very  widely  distributed, 
and  no  one  state  leads  decisively  in  the  production  of  oak  lumber. 
Kentucky  and  West  Virginia  reported  practically  the  same  quantity 
in  1908.  Tennessee  ranked  third  and  Arkansas  fourth,  with  Penn- 
sylvania and  Ohio  following  in  the  order  named.  No  other  state 
produced  as  much  as  200,000,000  feet.

The  cut  in  1908  was  but  little  more  than  three-fifths  as  much  as  in 
1900,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  total  cut  of  oak  lumber  will  never 
again  be  as  great  as  it  was  in  that  year. 
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The  supply  of  oak  in  the  Northern  states  has  been  largely  cut  out, 
and  now  the  Southern  states  are  being  heavily  drawn  upon.  In 
1900  Indiana  ranked  first  in  oak  production,  with  649,794,000  feet, 
or  nearly  four  times  as  much  as  in  1908,  and  in  the  same  year  Ohio 
was  second,  with  596,618,000  feet,  or  nearly  three  times  as  much  as 
in  1908. 

HEMLOCK. 

The  production  of  hemlock  lumber  in  1908  was  less  by  842,173,000 
feet,  or  25  per  cent,  than  in  1907.

Wisconsin  in  1908  for  the  first  time  ranked  first  in  the  production 
of  hemlock  lumber.  Its  cut  in  that  year,  however,  w^as  less  by 
197,179,000  feet,  or  25.1  per  cent,  than  in  1907.  For  Pennsylvania, 
which  previously  had  been  the  first  state  in  the  production  of  hem- 
lock lumber,  a  decrease  of  288,081,000  feet,  or  33.9  per  cent,  is  shown 
for  1908  as  compared  with  1907.  The  falling  off  in  Michigan, 
though  less  than  in  the  2  states  just  discussed,  was  still  marked, 
amounting  to  193,300,000  feet,  or  28.1  per  cent.  Nearly  two-thirds 
of  the  total  quantity  of  hemlock  lumber  manufactured  in  1908  was 
furnished  by  these  3  states.

Maine  has  always  been  the  chief  spruce  lumber  producing  state, 
and  in  1908  it  furnished  more  than  one-quarter  of  the  total  output. 
The  cut  in  that  state  in  1908,  however,  was  a  decrease  of  168,209,000 
feet,  or  31.9  per  cent,  from  the  cut  in  1907.  The  cut  in  West  Virginia 
was  remarkably  even  in  the  two  years,  the  production  in  1908  being 
only  2,907,000  feet  less  than  that  in  1907.  The  output  in  Washington 
was  also  practically  the  same  in  the  two  years,  while  that  of  New 
Hampshire  fell  off  heavily,  and  the  state  dropped  from  second  place 
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in  1907  to  fourth  place  in  1908.  An  increase  of  8,343,000  feet  occurred 
in  Oregon  and  one  of  nearly  18,000,000  feet  in  Minnesota.

The  term  ''western  pine"  includes  all  species  of  pine  cut  in  the 
Rocky  Mountain  and  Pacific  Coast  states  except  the  true  western 
white  pine  {Pinus  monticola)  and  sugar  pine  (Pinus  lamhertiana). 
The  lumber  listed  under  the  head  ''western  pine"  is  made  up  chiefly 
of  the  western  yellow  pine  {Pinus  ponderosa) ,  which  is  known  by  a 
variety  of  commercial  names,  but  includes  some  lodgepole  pine 
(Pinus  contorta)  and  small  quantities  of  other  western  pines.

California  was  the  leading  state  in  the  production  of  western  pine 
lumber  in  1908  as  in  previous  years,  although  the  output  in  1908  was 
less  by  87,204,000  feet,  or  21.5  per  cent,  than  in  1907.  In  this  state 
this  variety  of  pine  is  generally  known  as  "California  white  pine." 
Idaho  ranked  second  in  1908,  with  a  decrease  of  approximately 
49,000,000  feet  from  the  cut  m  1907.  The  output  in  Washmgton  in 
1908  was  less  by  51,763,000  feet,  and  in  Oregon,  greater  by  20,873,000 
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feet  than  in  the  previous  year ;  while  in  Montana  there  was  a  decrease 
of  20,159,000  feet.  These  5  states  suppHed  nearly  eight-tenths  of  the 
total  output  of  western  pine  lumber  in  1908.

Michigan  was  the  principal  state  producing  maple  lumber  in  1908, 
in  which  year  it  supplied  more  than  46  per  cent  of  the  total.  New 
York  had  a  shghtly  larger  cut  of  maple  in  1908  than  in  1907,  and 
ranked  second  in  the  later  year,  having  displaced  Pennsylvania  and 
Wisccmsin,  the  states  that  ranked  second  and  third,  respectively,  in 
the  previous  year.  Only  relatively  small  quantities  of  maple  lumber 
were  produced  in  the  other  30  states  from  which  it  was  reported.

Louisiana  again  in  1908  was  preeminently  the  cypress-producing 
state,  furnishing  almost  two-thirds  of  the  total  cut  of  lumber  of  this 
kind.  In  this  state  the  production  of  1908  was  less  than  that  of  1907 
by  only  20,995,000  feet,  or  4.1  per  cent.  While  the  quantities  of 
cypress  lumber  cut  in  the  other  states  were  relatively  small,  their 
cornbined  output  was  larger  in  1908  than  in  1907.  The  cut  from  this 
species  has  increased  heavily  since  1900,  as  is  shown  by  the  following 
tabular  statement :

The  trade  name  ''yellow  poplar"  is  used  to  designate  the  tree 
which  is  known  to  botanists  as  ''tuUp-tree"  or  ''tuUp  poplar" 
{Liriodendron  tulipifera) .  It  has  no  reference  to  the  true  poplars  of 
the  genus  populus,  of  which  the  cottonwoods  and  aspens  are  promi- 
nent representatives.

A  production  of  yellow  poplar  lumber  was  reported  in  20  states 
in  1908,  and  the  average  cut  per  mill  was  about  98,800  feet. 
The  total  cut  was  24.2  per  cent  less  than  in  1907.  In  1908, 
for  the  first  time.  West  Virginia  led  in  the  production  of  yellow 
poplar  lumber,  the  cut  in  that  state  being  slightly  more  than  one- 
fifth  of  the  total  cut  of  this  lumber.  This  was  practically  the  same 
proportion  as  that  for  1907.  Although  in  1907  the  cut  in  Kentucky 
was  greater  than  that  in  West  Virginia,  it  decreased  86,840,000 
feet  by  1908,  with  the  result  that  the  state  dropped  from  first  place 
in  the  former  year  to  third  place  in  the  latter  year.  Tennessee 
advanced  from  third  place  in  the  former  year  to  second  place  in  the 
latter  year,  though  with  a  decrease  in  output  of  approximately 
17,000,000  feet.  Virginia  supplied  one-tenth  of  the  total  cut,  and 
taken  together  the  4  states  of  West  Virginia,  Tennessee,  Kentucky, 
and  Virginia  furnished  two-thirds  of  the  total  quantity  of  yellow 
poplar  lumber  produced  in  1908.  Yellow  poplar  is  one  of  our  most 
valuable  woods,  and  it  usually  commands  a  relatively  high  price. 
The  average  values  per  thousand  feet  of  yellow  poplar  lumber  for 
the  principal  states  reporting  it  in  1908  ranged  from  $18.65  in  North 
Carolina  to  $80.40  in  Ohio.  The  maximum  production  from  this 
species  was  passed  several  years  ago,  and  its  average  value  per  thou- 
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sand  feet  has  advanced  rapidly  during  the  past  few  years,  the 
rate  of  increase  between  1900  and  1908  being  80.3  per  cent.

The  average  production  of  red  gum  lumber  per  mill  in  1908  was 
197,900  feet.  Red  gum  is  widely  distributed  throughout  the  Central 
and  Southern  states,  but  Arkansas  has  been  the  largest  producer  of 
red  gum  lumber  since  statistics  concerning  the  production  of  this 
species  have  been  collected.  The  cut  in  that  state  in  1908  formed 
32.5  per  cent  of  the  total  output,  although  this  was  a  decrease  of 
47,603,000  feet,  or  19.9  per  cent,  from  the  cut  of  1907.  The  cut  in 
Mississippi  was  practically  the  same  in  the  two  years,  while  that  of 
Missouri  fell  off  nearly  12,000,000  feet.  The  decrease  in  Tennessee 
was  approximately "  9,500,000  feet,  and  that  in  Kentucky  about 
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8,000,000  feet.  These  5  states  supplied  more  than  four-fifths  of  the 
total  amount  of  red  gum  lumber  cut  in  1908.  In  1908  the  average 
values  of  red  gum  lumber  in  the  principal  producing  states  ranged 
from  $11.52  per  thousand  feet  in  North  Carolina  to  $15.36  in  Indiana.

The  total  cut  in  1908  was  more  than  two  and  one-half  times  the 
cut  in  1900,  although  it  was  less  by  113,898,000  feet,  or  17.4  per 
cent,  than  the  production  of  1907.  For  several  years  Pennsylvania 
has  ranked  first  as  a  producer  of  chestnut  lumber,  its  proportion  of 
the  total  cut  in  1908  being  18.9  i)er  cent.  The  output,  however,  was 
a  decrease  of  more  than  25,000,000  feet  from  the  cut  in  1907.  West 
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Virginia  ranked  second  in  1908,  as  in  1907,  though  with  a  decrease  of 
28,900,000  feet,  or  24.5  per  cent,  in  the  later  year.  The  output  of 
chestnut  lumber  in  Connecticut  in  1908  was  2,711,000  feet  more 
than  in  1907,  giving  this  state  third  place  instead  of  Tennessee, 
which  held  it  in  the  previous  year.  The  decrease  in  the  output  in 
Tennessee  was  nearly  15,000,000  feet  in  1908  as  compared  with  1907. 
Taken  together,  these  4  states  furnished  nearly  three-fifths  of  the 
total  production  in  1908. 

In  1908  tiie  average  value  per  thousand  feet  of  chestnut  lumber 
in  the  principal  states  producing  it  ranged  from  $14.39  in  Maryland 
to  $25.88  in  New  Jersey.

REDWOOD. 

The  name  ^'redwood"  is  used  commercially  to  cover  two  distinct 
species,  the  coast  redwood  {Sequoia  sempervirens) ,  which  grows 
chiefly  in  a  narrow  belt  along  the  coast,  north  of  San  Francisco,  and 
the  ''big  tree"  {Sequoia  washingtonia) ,  which  is  confined  to  a  limited 
region  on  the  western  slope  of  the  Sierras.  Only  a  small  amount  of 
''big  tree"  lumber  is  manufactured,  however,  nearly  all  of  the  com- 
mercial supply  of  redwood  being  furnished  by  the  coast  species. 
Redwood  is  unique  in  that  it  is  cut  in  only  1  state,  California,  and  in 
very  restricted  portions  of  that  state.

The  proportion  of  the  total  cut  of  redwood  lumber  which  is  ex- 
ported is  greater  than  that  of  any  other  kind  manufactured  in  the 
United  States.  In  1908  the  foreign  shipments  of  redwood  lumber 
from  Humboldt,  Mendocino,  and  Del  Norte  counties,  the  principal 
regions  of  production,  amounted,  according  to  the  re})()rts  of  the 
Lumber  Record  Bureau  of  San  P'rancisco,  to  about  58,000,000  feet. 
This  was  the  largest  exportation  of  redwood  ever  recorded.  Of  the 
total  exports,  two-fifths  went  to  Australia  and  oriental  ports;  nearly 
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29  per  cent  to  South  America;  nearly  one-sixth  to  Mexico  and  Cen- 
tral Mexico;  and  the  balance  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  Eorpp^,  and 
Africa.

Wisconsin  has  led  for  a  number  of  years  in  the  production  of  birch 
lumber,  though  the  increasing  percentages  supplied  by  other  states 
have  reduced  this  lead  somewhat  in  recent  years.  This  state  supplied 
45.5  per  cent  of  the  total  cut  in  1900,  and  38  per  cent  of  the  total  in 
1908.  Other  important  states  in  the  production  of  birch  lumber  are 
Maine,  Michigan,  and  New  York.  These  3  states,  together  with  Wis- 
consin, furnished  more  than  three-quarters  of  the  total  production  in 
1908.  In  that  year  the  average  values  of  birch  lumber  in  the  prin- 
cipal states  producing  it  ranged  from  $13.80  per  thousand  feet  in 
Minnesota  to  $22  in  New  York.

Wisconsin  has  a  strong  lead  in  the  production  of  basswood  lumber, 
furnishing  34.5  per  cent  of  the  total  cut  in  1908.  The  cut  in  this 
state  was,  however,  37,574,000  feet  less  in  that  year  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  in  Michigan  it  was  approximately  11,000,000  feet 
less,  while  in  New  York  the  output  was  slightly  greater  in  1908  than 
in  1907.  These  3  states  cut  more  than  five-eighths  of  the  total 
quantity  produced  in  the  later  year.

The  reported  production  was  approximately  13,000,000  feet  more 
in  1908  than  in  1907,  the  increase  being  5.1  per  cent.  As  in  the 
previous  year,  Wisconsin  was  the  leading  state  in  the  manufacture 
of  elm  lumber,  the  output  in  that  state  being  approximately  6,000,000 
feet  more  in  1908  than  in  1907.  The  cut  in  Michigan  was  nearly 
15,000,000  feet  greater  in  1908  than  in  1907,  and  this  state  was 
second  in  rank  in  the  later  year;  on  the  other  hand,  the  output  in 
Indiana  fell  off  over  12,000,000  feet  and  the  state  dropped  from  second 
place  to  fifth  place  in  1908.    Ohio  and  New  York  cut  approximately 
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equal  quantities  in  the  two  years.  Seven-tenths  of  the  total  quan- 
tity of  elm  lumber  produced  in  1908  was  supplied  by  these  5  states. 
In  the  principal  states  producing  elm  lumber  the  average  values  per 
thousand  feet  in  1908  ranged  from  $10.65  in  Oklahoma  to  $24  in 
New  York.

CEDAR. 

The  term  ''cedar"  is  used  commercially  to  cover  some  half  dozen 
different  species.  The  cedar  in  Washington  and  Idaho  is  chiefly  the 
western  red  cedar  ( TJiuja  flicata) ,  and  that  in  Oregon  and  California 
Port  Orford  cedar  and  incense  cedar  (CTiamxcyparis  lawsoniana  and 
Libocedrus  decurrens).  The  cedar  cut  in  the  Lake  states  is  the  white 
cedar  or  arbor  vitse  {Thuja  occidentalis) ,  and  in  the  Atlantic  states 
either  the  other  variety  of  white  cedar  {CJiamsecyparis  thy  aides)  or 
red  cedar  (Juniperus  virginiana).  The  last-mentioned  variety,  which 
is  produced  most  largely  in  Tennessee  and  Florida,  is  the  pencil 
cedar,  and  has  a  particularly  high  value.  Cedar  is  cut  chiefly  for 
shingles,  posts,  poles,  and  ties,  and  only  in  the  state  of  Washington 
is  any  considerable  quantity  of  it  manufactured  into  lumber.

COTTONWOOD. 

The  cottonwoods  are  among  the  most  widely  distributed  species  of 
wood,  and  yet  the  bulk  of  the  lumber  manufactured  from  them  comes 
from  the  Central  and  Southern  states.  There  are  also  included  under 
this  heading  relatively  small  quantities  of  lumber  cut  from  the  aspens 
or  other  species  of  the  genus  populus  which  grow  in  the  Northern  and 
New  England  states,  where  they  are  known  locally  as  poplar"  or 
''popple/'  and  also  small  quantities  from  the  balsam  poplar  or  balm 
of  Gilead  in  Minnesota.

The  output  of  the  37  states  reporting  for  1908  was  a  decrease  of 
nearly  27,000,000  feet,  or  10.6  per  cent,  from  the  cut  in  1907.  Michi- 
gan and  Arkansas  each  furnished  9.4  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  Ohio 
and  Indiana  almost  as  much;  slightly  more  than  8  per  cent  was  cut 
in  Wisconsin,  and  nearly  7  per  cent  each  in  Tennessee  and  New  York. 
Other  states  of  considerable  importance  as  sources  of  ash  lumber 
were  Mississippi,  Missouri,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Pennsylvania,  West 
Virginia,  and  South  Carolina. 

While  there  has  been  no  decided  change  in  the  total  cut  of  ash  for 
the  past  eight  years,  the  quantity  supplied  by  some  states  has  changed 
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greatly.  The  total  cut  in  1900  was  269,120,000  feet,  or  43,753,000 
feet  more  than  the  cut  in  1908.  Of  this  production  in  1900,  how- 
ever, Michigan  supplied  85,753,000  feet,  or  more  than  four  times  as 
much  as  was  cut  in  that  state  in  1908.

Practically  all  of  the  tamarack  lumber  was  cut  in  the  Lake  states, 
one-half  of  the  total  being  manufactured  in  Minnesota  and  the  bal- 
ance being  almost  evenly  distributed  between  Wisconsin  and  Michigan. 

It  is  probable  that  the  actual  quantity  of  tamarack  lumber  cut 
each  year  is  considerably  greater  than  the  quantity  shown  by  the 
reports,  since  to  some  extent  it  is  mixed  with  other  conifers  and  not 
reported  separately.  Though  tamarack  is  not  a  very  important 
wood  from  the  lumber  standpoint,  the  production  of  lumber  of 
this  sort  has  increased  largely  since  1900.  The  cut  was  approxi- 
mately 30,000,000  feet  more  in  1908  than  in  1907.

WHITE  FIR. 

The  term  ''white  fir"  is  used  commercially  to  cover  two  or  three 
true  firs  of  the  Rocky  mountains  and  Pacific  coast  which  are  cut  to 
a  small  extent  for  lumber.  Most  of  the  white  fir  lumber  is  undoubt- 
edly of  Ahies  concolor  and  Abies  nohilis.  The  white  fir  should  not 
be  confused  with  Douglas  fir  (Pseudotsuga  taxifolia),  which  botanic- 
ally  is  not  a  fir,  and  the  wood  of  which  is  entirely  different  from  that 
of  the  white  fir.

BALSAM  FIR. 

The  bulk  of  the  lumber  included  under  this  heading  is  supplied 
by  the  species  commonly  known  as  balsam  fir''  in  the  eastern  states 
{Ahies  halsamea) .  It  includes,  however,  a  small  quantity  of  another 
species  of  the  same  genus  (Ahies  lasiocarpa)  of  the  Rocky  Mountain 
region,  the  Alpine  fir  of  the  botanist,  which  is  locally  called  ''balsam 
fir,"  and  some  3,000,000  feet  of  lumber  in  New  York,  of  kinds  which 
were  not  definitely  stated  in  the  reports  for  that  state.

The  total  cut  of  balsam  fir  in  1908  was  69,956,000  feet,  an  increase 
of  approximately  16,600,000  feet  over  the  production  in  1907,  which 
year  was  the  first  for  which  reliable  statistics  relating  to  the  cut 
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from  this  species  were  collected.  The  average  value  per  thousand 
feet  was  $16.16  in  1907  and  $14.36  in  1908.  Nearly  two-thirds  of  the 
total  quantity  reported  in  1908  was  produced  in  Maine,  and  nearly  all 
of  the  remainder  in  Vermont,  Michigan,  and  New  Hampshire. 

TUPELO. 

This  term  is  chiefly  used  to  designate  the  wood  of  the  tree  known 
to  botanists  as  Nyssa  sylvatica,  and  often  locally  called  ''bay  poplar." 
This  wood  is  associated  with  cypress  and  is  cut  principally  by  the 
manufacturers  of  cypress  lumber.  Included  under  tupelo  is  also  some 
lumber  cut  from  other  species  of  the  genus  Nyssa  and  known 
locally  as  pepperidge,  black  gum,  white  gum,  etc.

More  than  one-half  of  the  total  cut  of  1908  was  reported  from  the 
three  states  of  Indiana,  Ohio,  and  Missouri,  considerable  quantities 
also  being  produced  in  Illinois,  Kentucky,  and  Tennessee.  While 
walnut  timber  is  not  abundant  enough  to  make  possible  the  manu- 
facture of  large  quantities  of  walnut  lumber,  the  production  has  re- 
mained comparatively  steady  from  year  to  year,  mainly  as  a  result 
of  the  fact  that  lumber  from  this  species  continues  to  command  a 
higher  price  than  that  manufactured  from  any  other  native  wood. 
Much  of  the  highest  grade  walnut  timber  is  exported  to  Europe  in  the 
log,  so  that  reports  of  walnut  lumber  production  in  the  United  States 
do  not  give  the  total  output  of  this  valuable  wood.

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Cherry  is  a  rare  wood,  and  but  few  logs  of  it  come  to  any  one  mill 
in  the  course  of  ordinary  hardwood  lumber  manufacturing.  Nearly 
one-quarter  of  the  total  cut  was  produced  in  West  Virginia.  Penn- 
sylvania ranked  second,  while  other  states  of  some  importance  in  the 
manufacture  of  cherry  lumber  were  Indiana,  New  York,  Ohio,  and 
Michigan. 

The  reported  production  of  cherry  lumber  in  1907  was  9,087,000 
feet,  valued  at  $308,824,  or  $33.99  per  thousand  feet. 

MINOR  SPECIES. 

Data  as  to  the  quantity  and  value  of  the  lumber  manufactured  are 
shown  for  15  other  species,  the  cut  of  any  one  of  which  was  not  suf- 
ficient to  warrant  a  separate  showing.  Among  these  species  are  in- 
cluded two  imported  woods,  mahogany  and  Spanish  cedar,  the 
former  of  which  makes  up  more  than  one-half  of  the  total  quantity 
of  these  minor  species.  The  figures  given  for  mahogany  and  Spanish 
cedar  by  no  means  indicate  the  average  annual  importation  of  these 
woods,  since  large  quantities  of  them  are  consumed  as  material  in 
establishments  which  are  not  covered  by  this  section  of  the  report — 
veneer  mills,  turning  and  carving  establishments,  and  those  manu- 
facturing interior  finish.

Of  the  native  woods  included  in  the  table,  by  far  the  most  impor- 
tant was  buckeye.  The  major  part  of  the  lumber  produced  from  this 
species  was  in  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  West  Virginia,  and  North 
Carolina.  While  more  than  1,000,000  feet  each  of  locust  and  persim- 
mon lumber  were  reported,  the  actual  consumption  of  these  woods  is 
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doubtless  far  in  excess  of  this  figure,  since  in  addition  to  being  manu- 
factured into  lumber  these  woods  are  cut  into  special  forms  suited  to 
the  particular  uses  for  which  they  are  adapted.  Undoubtedly  more 
cucumber  lumber  is  manufactured  than  is  shown  by  the  reports,  since 
it  is  not  unusual  for  lumber  which  is  cut  from  this  species  to  be  included 
with  yellow  poplar.

In  the  case  of  every  kind  of  wood  except  chestnut  the  average 
value  in  1908  was  less  than  in  1907.  The  average  value  of  shingles 
of  all  species  was  $1.56  per  thousand  in  1900,  $1.65  in  1904,  $2.04 
in  1906,  and  $2.55  in  1907. 

Cedar  is  preeminently  the  shingle  wood,  and  while  several  botan- 
ical species  are  included  under  this  common  name,  all  of  these  spe- 
cies have  the  properties  which  are  essential  for  a  satisfactory  and 
durable'shingle.  Nearly  76  per  cent,  or  more  than  9  billion,  of  the 
shingles  manufactured  in  1908  were  of  cedar.  Of  these,  the  western 
cedars,  and  chiefly  the  western  red  cedar,  furnished  7,594,492,000, 
or  nearly  83  per  cent,  and  the  eastern  cedars,  mostly  the  white 
cedar  or  arbor  vitse,  supplied  1,585,686,000,  or  slightly  more  than 
17  per  cent.  Of  the  western  cedar  shingles,  Washington  supplied 
7,285,761,000,  or  nearly  96  per  cent. 

Cypress  shingles  rank  next  in  importance  to  cedar  shingles.  The 
cut  in  1908  was  1,155,041,000,  or  9.5  per  cent  of  the  total  cut. 
Louisiana  supplied  56  per  cent  of  the  cypress  shingles,  and  most  of 
the  rest  were  produced  in  Arkansas,  Florida,  and  Mississippi.  Yel- 
low pine  shingles  ranked  third,  with  794,637,000,  or  6.6  per  cent  of 
the  total  output.  Most  of  the  shingles  of  this  kind  of  wood  were 
manufactured  in  Georgia,  Alabama,  North  CaroHna,  and  Texas. 
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Only  443,165,000  redwood  shingles  were  reported  in  1908,  this  total 
being  a  decrease  of  264,256,000  shingles,  or  37.4  per  cent,  from  the 
cut  in  1907.  Redwood  shingles  were  manufactured  only  in  Califor- 
nia. Of  the  175,969,000  white  pine  shingles  reported  as  the  output 
during  1908,  over  57.5  per  cent  were  made  in  the  Lake  states.  The 
reported  cut  of  spruce  shingles  was  123,718,000,  of  which  78.5  per 
cent  were  cut  in  Maine.  Nearly  three-fifths  of  the  hemlock  shingles 
were  supplied  by  New  York  and  Pennsylvania.  The  total  cut  of 
chestnut  shingles  amounted  to  72,641,000,  manufactured  principally 
in  Kentucky,  Maryland,  Pennsylvania,  Tennessee,  and  Virginia. 
The  small  quantity  of  oak  shingles  reported  came  chiefly  from  the 
central  hardwood  region. 

A  great  many  cedar  shingles  are  made  by  mills  that  manufacture 
no  other  product  than  shingles.  In  the  case  of  the  other  kinds  of 
wood,  shingles  are  frequently  a  by-product  of  lumber  manufacturing, 
and  it  is  not  unusual  for  the  reports  to  show  a  few  shingles  of  almost 
any  kind  of  timber.  Consequently  the  item  ''all  other  kinds,"  wiiich 
is  shown  in  Table  36,  refers  to  shingles  of  a  large  number  of  species, 
among  which  are  balsam  fir,  sugar  pine,  yellow  poplar,  red  gum, 
Cottonwood,  white  fir,  elm,  ash,  and  walnut. 

In  Washington,  in  1908,  the  cut  of  shingles  was  7,288,361,000,  or 
60.2  per  cent  of  the  entire  shingle  cut  of  the  country.  Practically 
all  of  the  Washington  shingles  were  of  cedar.  Michigan  supplied 
905,555,000  shingles,  97.6  per  cent  of  which  were  of  cedar.  Louisiana 
cut  668,729,000  shingles,  96.8  per  cent  of  which  were  of  cypress.  In 
Maine  468,901,000  shingles  were  manufactured,  seven-tenths  of  which 
were  of  cedar.  The  cut  of  shingles  in  California  was  465,718,000,  of 
which  95.2  per  cent  were  of  redwood.  In  Wisconsin  the  cut  of  shin- 
gles was  322,096,000,  of  which  83.6  per  cent  were  of  cedar.  In 
Georgia  the  cut  was  302,633,000  shingles,  of  which  90.3  per  cent 
were  of  yellow  pine.  No  other  state,  except  Oregon,  with  246,721,000 
shingles,  furnished  as  much  as  2  per  cent  of  the  total  shingle  supply. 

LATH. 

Lath  are  chiefly  a  by-product  in  lumber  manufacture,  consequently 
they  are  made  to  some  extent  from  almost  every  kind  of  wood  which 
is  cut  into  lumber,  and  satisfactory  data  as  to  the  total  cut  from  any 
one  species  are  not  easily  obtained.  Table  37  gives  the  production 
of  lath  in  1908  in  the  states  where  they  were  most  largely  manufac- 
tured.

The  total  cut  was  a  decrease  of  676,918,000  lalh,  or  18.5  percent, 
from  the-  cut  in  1907.  In  Washington  most  of  the  lath  manufactured 
in  1908  were  of  Douglas  fir;  in  Louisiana,  of  yellow  pine;  and  in  Min- 
nesota, of  white  pine.  No  state  nor  species  led  decisively  in  lath 
production. 

In  common  with  other  forest  products,  lath  have  risen  considerably 
in  price  during  the  past  few  years.  The  average  value  per  thousand 
of  all  kinds  of  lath  was  $1.86  in  1900,  $2.05  in  1904,  $3.01  in  1906,  and 
$2.85  in  1907.
